6tep by step the young soldiers accom-
plished the Journey from funeral oar to
the rotunda of the hall, and at every
step the great bell overhead spoke with
heavy resonance, while the member's of
the government of the city, many men
of note In the olty's affairs and thou-
sands of undistinguished, though no less
mournful, men gated In silence, their
heads uncovered, and the notes of
traffic all about the City Hall csased to
nothing. s

The Old and "v Bells.
The last time the bell of the City

Hall rang out John Purroy Mitch el. with
his vibrant earnestness, was presiding
over the welfare of the 6,000.000. He
bad Just eald to Marshal Joff re and
Itene Vbrianl word soacefullyand
Insplringly .conceived that they lost
nothing by comparison ,wlth the speech
of the Inimitable Choate. He was soon,
to welcome Arthur J. Balfour with equal
poise and Inspiration. That was the
Isst tho old bell knew of Mltchel. Fire
ruined It and It went the way of use-

less, crippled things.
The bell that tolled last evening as

his body came back to the City Ha"
was the new bell Indeed, but It seemed
to many who heard Its slow and troubled

that It expressed all of the sor-

row and regret, even the reproach, that
the bell of .the old days might have

fud a tongue for.
Ureat men have died and have re-

ceded in the rotunda of the City Hall
i le meed of mourning and respect which
was the due of their characters and of
the.r achievements.

vote brought about through an appeal
from thef decision of the President pro
tern, that the prohibition amendment to
the pending food production stimulation
bill was out of order the cralr was over-
ruled by a vote of 38 to 33.

The triumph surprised no one more
than the proponents of the prohibition
measure. Up to the moment of the vote
It had been 'expected that Senator Sauls-bury- 's

ruling that the prohibition amend-
ment had no rightful place In a general
appropriation measure would be sus-
tained by a comfortable margin.

Throughout the debate, which avoided
the merits of the question of prohibition
and dwelt upon the rules of the Senate
and the Interpretation of them. It became
more and more evident that the decision
of the Senato would come only after an
exceedingly close vote.

Most Vote on Merits.
The announcement of the result of the

roll call caused discomfiture to the wets
and gratification to the drys, for It
brings squarely before U e Senate for
the first tlme the necessity of voting on
te merits of the question.

The prohibition amendment Included
In tho food production stimulation bill
as in Integral part thereof Is still open
to amendment by action. The
chances of Its immediate passage art
remote because of the Impending clash
over the wire control resolution reported
to the Senate

Consideration of the wire 'resolution
was put over until on the ob
jection of Senator Penrose (Pa.) to Its
Immediate consideration. The prohibi
tionists undoubtedly will make a fight
against displacement of their measure,
but. the subject of Federalized control
of the telegraph' and telephone lines
urged by tho 'Whlto House as a war
necessity. It Is expected, will find a
greater Interest among the legislators.

Text of Amendment.
The amendment to the food production

stimulation bill which the Senate voted
to retain In the bill follows:

"That after December 31, 191S. until
the conclusion of the present war for the
purpose of conserving the man power of
the nation nnd to Increase efficiency In
the production of arm, war munitions,
ships, food and clothing for the army
and navy.lt shall be unlawful to sell for
beverage purposes any distilled spirits,
and during said tlmo no distilled spirits
held In bond shall be removed therefrom
for beverage purposes except for export.

"After November 1, 1918, until the con-
clusion of the present war no grain,
cereal, fruit or other food product shall
be used In the manufacture or produc-tlo- n

of beer, wine or other Intoxicating
malt or vinous liquor for beverage 'pur-
poses. After December 31, 1918, until
the conclusion of the present war no
beer, wine or other Intoxicating malt or
vinous liquor shall be sold for beveragn
purposes except for export.

"The Commissioner of Internal Reve-
nue Is hereby authorized and directed' to
prescribe rules and regulations subject
to ,the approval of the Secretary of the
Treasury In regard to the removal of
distilled spirits held In bond after De-

cember 31, 1913, for other than beverage
purposes, also In regard to the sale and
distribution of wine for sacramental,
medicinal or other uses.
After the approval of this act no dis-

tilled malt, vinous or other Intoxicating
liquors ihall be Imported Into the United
States."

Kaiser, Still Praying,
Admits War Not Won

AMSTERDAM, July lo.Tbe
German Emperor has replied

to a congratulatory telegram
from the University of Cologne
as follows:

The invincible bravery and
unlimited self-sacrifi- of the
German nation shine brightly
out of the darkness of the
mightiest war of all times.
Our victorious arms have not
yet succeeded in entirely
breaking our enemies' will to
destruction, but Germany's
sons with unshakable confi-
dence are rallying round their
supremo war lord and their
trusty military leaders to win
for the Fatherland life, happi-
ness and freedom to create a
free path for tho development
of its intellectual and economic
forces. God will bo with us
and our just cause.

ALLIES SWEEP

ON IN ALBANIA

Italians Adranco 15 Miles in
Three Days, French Keep-

ing Pace.

BE RAT NEARLY REACHED

Austrians Pursued Into the
Tormorica Valley Piave
Line Still on Defensive.

Paris, July 10. The Italian forces,
aided by the French and British, are
making rapid strides In the new offen-
sive launched against tho Austrtans In
Albania on a front of sixty miles.
The Italians, according to the state-
ment of the Rome War Office
have reached the west bank of the
lower and the middle Semen! River,
which represents an advance of approxi
mately fifteen miles In three days since
the offensive wss opened last Sunday.
The Italian forces are now advancing
along both sides of the Osum Rtver.

The Semenl River flows Into the Adri-
atic about twelve miles north of the
mouth of the Vojutza, the original Ital-
ian line. The course of the Semenl Is In
a general southwesterly direction, while
that of the Vojutza Is northwesterly.
The greatest Italian advance between
these two streams evidently Is at a point
where they ore about fifteen miles apart.

Fieri, the capture of which was an-
nounced by Rome yesterday, lies be-

tween the Semenl and the Vojutza about
eight miles from the sea.

Herat Nearly Encompassed.
It Is evident that the Important city

of Herat Is about to be or already has
been encompassed by the Italian ad-

vance.
The official statements of the fighting

on the Albanian front follow:
AUSTRIAN In the face of pres-

sure from strong enemy forces our
southern Albanian front has been
withdrawn acrosi the Berat-Fe- rl line.
Since yesterday morning the fighting
activity there has been very moderate.

ITALIAN Our troops. having
reached ground west of tho lower mid-
dle Semsnl and having extended to
tho eastward their occupation of the
heights at the head of the Tormorica
Valley, are advancing, repulsing the
enemy at the centre, astride the Osum.

FRENCH In the region south of
the Devoll River our troops continued
their advance in conjunction with the
Italian troops and occupied Cafa

tho highest point of Kos-nlc- a

crest, which extends In a direc-
tion northwest of that of Uofnla. The
Austrlans, after having offered vig-
orous resistance In course of the pre-
ceding days, retired In disorder Into
the Tormorica Valley, Into which we
pursued them, We captured 210 Aus-
trian prisoners and Important ma-
terial. Two enemy airplanes were
brought down.

Germans Hrfur Transfer.
On Italian soil the operations have

been minor, but the news comes from
Rome, where It Is printed in the Kpoea,
that Germany has refused to transfer
twelve German divisions (144,000 men)
to the Austrian front because the Aus-

trlans refused to nccept Gen. Otto von
Below as commander In chief of the
Teutonic forces In the Italian opera-

tions.
The news reached Rome through Swiss

sources, nnd It Is added that Austria,
without help from Germany, has decided
not to punish Italy. n the operations
since the Italians opened their offensive
on home soil the Austrlans have been
unable to withstand the Italian sdvance
and repeatedly have retired. The Vlenno
War Oftlce has admitted these retreats,
always asserting that they were made
to avoid the heavy sacrifice of life.

Opinion here Is that the Austrian
army is at Its lowest point of weakness,
due both to the heavy losses suffered at
the hands of the Italians and tho weak-
ening of the morale, due to the problems
at home.

Early this month It was reported from
Zurich that Gen, von Below would take
active command' of the forces of the
Central Empires In the Italian cam-
paign and that three Oerman divisions
(36,000 men) would be transferred to
that front to brace the Austrlans. This
announcement caused . sensation In
Austrian army circles, since It forecast

Allied Line Is Improved
Southwest of Soissons and

Around Longpont.

COUNTER F.L0WS PARRIED

Heavy Artillery Duels Con-

tinue North of Montdidier
nnd South of Aisne.

July 10. Still nibbling away
at the German front and taking away
from the enemy position that would be
of the greatest Importance to him when
he launches his next grand offensive,
the French have made additional gains
In the sector southwest of Soissons, cap-
turing La Grille farm, Advancing Into
the outskirts of Longpont, and pene-

trating tho northern part of Corey.
There were heavy artillery duels north
of Montdidier and south of the Alsne,
near Chavigny farm.

There was similar activity In the Brit-
ish sectors, particularly In the region
east of Amiens from near

to tho Ancre. Attacks by the
Germans In this region were repulsed

Further north, on the Flanders front,
the British attacked near Merrls, north-
east of Nleppe 'Wood on the western
side of the Lys salient, and were very
successful, capturing nine machine guns
and two trench mortnfs. besides tome
prisoners. Additional captives were
brought In during the day from other
parts of the front

The Associated Press correspondent
with the British army says that last
night's enemy assault In the VUlers-Bretonne-

region was preceded by an
Intense enemy bombardment of the town
and the neighboring territory.

Germans Thrown IlacU,

Between 8 and 9 o'clock the Germans
made a rush for the defensive positions.
but were easily thrown back all along
the line.

Vniers-Bretonnea- was again heavily
bombarded early y and tie aer
man artillery and machine guns were
very active from the Vaire Wood north-
ward to the Ancre.

The futile German attempt last night
was launched In an error t by the enemy
to reoccupy trenches east of tie village
which the British had captured

On the northern batticfront the Brit-Is- t.

attacked Herman trenches to the
northwest of Merrls and advanced their
lines 210 yards on a front of 1,200 yards.

Following are the official statements

( NIGHT) South of the
Alsne our Infantry put an end to the
enemy resistance at various points
north of Chavigny Farm. We occu-
pied a Grille Farm and the quarries
to the east. Our patrols pushed as
far as the Immediate outskirts of
Longpont. We penetrated tho north-
ern section of Corey, taking fresh
prisoners.

FRENCH (BAY) Activity was
displayed by our own and the enemy's
artillery north of Montdidier and south
of the Alsne, In the region oi lib-vlgn- y

Farm. In the Champagne
Frenih troops carried out several
raiding operations which resulted in
tho taking of prisoners.

On July 8 seven German airplanes
were brought down and two captive
balloons set on fire and destroyed by
our air forces.

, BRITISH (NIGHT) In the suc-

cessful minor operation carried 'out by
us last night In the neighborhood of
Merrls we captured nine machine guns
and two trench mortars. In addition
to a number of prisoners. Further
prisoners have been brought In during
the day by our patrols on different
parts of the front.

SIBERIA EAGER

. TO AID ENEMY

OFBQLSHEVIKI

100.000 Trained Troops
Overrun Country nnd Are

Routing HedGunrd.

TO GET SUPPLIES HERE

President Said to Bo Unde
cided on Question,of

Sending Army.

Washington, July 10. The remark
able success of the Czechoslovak
legions In reestablishing law and order
In Siberia and In overcoming armed op-

position from former German and Aus-

trian prisoners of war has hsd the effect
of suspending the preparation of plans
by tho Entente Towers and the United
States for the organization of an Inter-
national military force to campaign In
Siberia.

It was stated authoritatively
however, that none of the plans con-

sidered had met the objection of the
United States Government that they In-

volved a weakening of the western front
In Europe. Besides this objection there
has been a reluctance on the part of the
Administration to depart from the
policy of In the Internal
affairs of a friendly country, although
It was admitted that on exception might
be Justified In the case of Siberia If It
were clearly established that the native
population was forcibly dominated by
Austro-Germa- n soldiers and Influence.

It Is understood that an agreement
to try the American proposal to assist
the Russians economically to rehabil-
itate themselves was about as far as
the negotiations between the Entente
and the Washington authorities had
progressed when nows of the rapid
Czecho-Slova- k campaign In Siberia
demonstrated the necessity for revision
of any plans for a military campaign
in that country.

Supplies Assured for Siberia.
It was said that the developments

were so sudden and unexpected that It
was not now posilble to decide Just
how nnd when military- - aid should be
extended.

There Is no Intention, however, of
abandoning the plan for the Introduc-
tion Into Siberia of supplies from
America needed by the people of that
country nnd the personnel of the com
mission to take charge of this work
Is now being selected.

Recognizing the great value of the
work being done 'by the Czecho-Slovak- s

In counteracting German activities In
Siberia and without entry Into the polit-
ical quarrels of the Slberlr'is. the Entente
Towers wll give the legions sympathetic
and material support, If need be. They
hold this would be entirely consistent
with an attitude of neutrality. In view
of the fact that the Czecho-Slovak- s are
their allies and.ar pledged to refrain
form asserting control over the country
through which they arc passing once
they have put It th order.

In discussing tho Czecho-Slova- k

successes, y the Czecho-Slova- k Na-

tional Council here declared that the
forces are lighting In Siberia with the
sole idea of battling as one of the allied
forces against the Germans, and that
their movement would be governed by
orders transmitted them through Prof. T.
G. Masaryk, their leader, who now Is In
this country.

It was explained that-whil- e Indifferent
as to whether they fight on tho western
front or on an eastern front, the Czecho-
slovaks feel that they must not be In-

volved 1n the Internal affairs of any
country. When they started from Russia
to France the Czccho-Siova- k numbered
some 60,000, but these have been aug
mented by escaped prisoners both from
the Austrian and Rumonlsn armies, nnd
the force now Is said to number more
than 100,000 trained and disciplined men
under skillful military leaders.

Mme. Marie Botchkarova, Colonel In
the Russian army and former com-
mander of the famous Woman Battalion
of Death, discussed Russian questions
with President Wilson y at the
Whito House. The conference was car-
ried on through an Interpreter.

Red riunnU flouted.
The first definite news on an armed

body of German and Hungarian prison-
ers In Siberia was contained In a report
received y at tne State Department
from the United States Consul at Vladi-
vostok, telling of tho capture by Czecho-
slovak forces of 000 prisoners and the
town of Nlkolsk, about eighty miles
northwest of Vladivostok.

The Czecho-Slova- lost forty killed
and 200 wounded. They were opposed
by a large force of Bolshevik Red
Guards and armed German and Hun-
garian prisoners. Tho defeated Red
OuardH and prisoners took armored
tralnB and retreated toward Haborssk,
on the Amur River,' filling eight trains.
They took nil the rolling slock at
Nlkolsk and did some damago to the
roadbed.

The population of Nlkolsk weie re-

ported friendly to the Czecho-Slovak- s

and nlded In repairing the road. The
prisoners taken are being held and ex-

amined In an effort to leant where they
got their arms.

The Consul reported that the Bolshe-
vik! hanged several members of the
Nlkolsk city administration and a num-
ber of railway employees.

QUENTIN ROOSE VEL T BRINGS
DOWN FIRST GERMAN PLANE

Separated From His Companions 5,000 Yards Up He
Tackles Three Enemy Airmen From the Rear

Meissner's Fifth Victory Confirmed.

Bv tKt Attoctated PnnK
With thk American Amir in France,

July 10. Lieut. Quentln Roosevelt, the
youngest son of Col. Roosevelt, brought
down his first German alrpUne this af
ternoon In a fight north of Chateau
Thierry.

Lieut. Itoosevclt, with three other
pilots, was flying at a height of 5,000
yards eight miles Inside of the German
lines when the machines became sep
arated. Soon after Rooeeveit saw three
planes which he thought were his com-

panions and started to join them. He
was closely approaching the machines
from the rear when he saw his mistake,
for the planes were German. Roosevelt
Immediately opened fire, and after fifty
shots tracers ponetrated the fusllage of
the nearest German machine and It went
Into a spinning nosodlve, falling through
the clouds 2,000 yards below.

The Lieutenant Is certain It must have
crashed, for no pilot voluntarily goes
Into a 2,000 yard spinning nose dive.
The two remaining German airplanes
attacked Roosevelt, but he managed to
make good his escape nnd returned to
tho field, himself nnd his machine

Makes Puzzling Effort to

Juggle Figures.

Statements From Enemy
"Bureau Fail to Deceive,

Paris. July 10. The Wolff Bureau,
the semi-offici- news asency of the
German Government, in n long com-

munication attempts to refute tho of-

ficial figures of the Kntente Allies on
their aerial victories. The Wolff Bu-

reau says:
"The English pretend during May to

have destroyed 397 machines and to
have forced 95 to descend ; the French
pretend to have destroyfid 224 ma-

chines and to have damaged 100: the
Belgians and the Americans together
clajm to have destroyed 18 machine
Therefore altogether S9 German ma-

chines ere put out of the fight.
"Against these figures we admit hav-

ing lost 180 planes, of which nine fell
in enemy territory. There Is an In-

explicable contradiction In these fig-

ures Just the same. Any Impartial ob-

server will recognize that the figures
announced by the Kntente will provoke i

certain doubt by their evident padding.
Evperlenre shows that tho number of
machines lost at the hands of the en-

emy are almost equal to those lost In
the war nnd In constant use. Hut no
countrv in the world can replace Im-

mediately anything like 800 machines
In the co'irpe of a month "

Certain necessity for this explana-
tion Is seen since It comes from the
German semifOttlcial press bureau, and
Is looked upon as a means to circum-
vent the truth of the Kntente figures.

FIFTY GIRLS KILLED
IN HOSPITAL AIR RAID

Germans Attack Belgian Am-
bulance Park.

London. July 10 in n recent German
raid on the Belgians more than fifty
girls were killed by air bombs launched
Upon an ambulance park at La Panne,
behind the Yser front. According' to a
special despatch from The Hague, fifty
bombs were dropped In the Immediate
neighborhood of the park, and several
struck a large villa about 100 yards
from the hospital.

Of the mony girls In the villa engaged
In making bandages nnd repairing linen
tor the wounded thirty were killed in-

stantly or died from Injuries within a
few minutes. Forty Injured were re-

moved from the villa, of whom twenty-fou- r
died later.

They flew
over many newly constructed German
flying fields, Including one believed to be
occupied by thefamous Rlchtofen Flying
Circus. The pfanes were at a height of
5,000 yards in course of a great part
of the flight. All the Americans returned
safely. .

James A, Metasncr of Brooklyn
won his fifth aerial victory, thereby be-

coming an ace, by bringing down In
company with Lieut. Hamilton Coolldge
of Boston an enemy two. seated airplane
over Chateau Thierry, The German
machine fell In flames.

Coolldge attacked the German first.

With the British Anitr in France,
July 10, Tho special message recently
to the commander In chief uf the ltoyal
Air Force congratulating him. coupled
with the dally record In the oiliclal

show- - how splendidly the British
flying men have been doing. It Is not
too much to say that since e.irly In the
spring we have had a pronounced and
uninterrupted superiority over the enemy
In the air, which has only grown more
conspicuous fiom week to week.

Never has it been more indisputable
than during this last spell of fine
weather. It is a fact that one of our
famous uvlatoia has shot down no fewer
than twenty-fiv- e German machines In the
course of a single month, bringing his
total victories to seventy-fiv- e. We have
otheis with more than fifty victories to
their credit.

It never ran be too stiongly insisted
upon, howewr, that air fighting Is only
one manifestation or symptom' of what
Is going on. Tho real thing that counts
Is that the mastery obtained by our
fighters enables the air force as a whole
to carry on the great work of observa-
tion, photography and general coopera-
tion with other branches of the army.
It Is the volume and quality of this woik
which make It possible for our artillery
to do dally the Immense damage It does
to the enemy guns and troops.

Our bombing alio Is superior to that
of the enemy. Not only are the number
of machines employed In thl work, the
number of raids made and the number
of bombs dropped much greater than the
German' but besides doing :i large pro-
portion of our bombing by day instead
of by night like the enemy we con-
stantly now drop our bombs from
heights of only n few hundred feet, even
less than n hundred, while the Ger-
man's, with rare exceptions, keep to
something like 10,000.

The difference In accuracy of aim and
magnitude of resultn Is simply beond
calculating, and we know from scores of
cources how vastly worse Is the Injury
wo Inflict upon them than anything they
do to us, and the area of our destruc-
tion Is constantly widening.
